The system of fagging exists ai 
1 
Eton, as at nearly all large pub lic-1 
schools, b ut it is practiced now in a 
much modified form. 
Shortly de­ 
scrib ed. it may b e said to b e the ac­ 
knowledged right of elder b oys to 
exact from the younger b oys (their 
fags) certain 
service— menial and 
otherwise. 
Its origin is ob scure; it 
may have arisen as an economy, when 
schools were poor, as it imut sa\c ex­ 
pense and lab or for the younger b oys 
to b lack b oots, make tea, and b oil 
eggs tor the elder one>. But Eton is 
now exceedingly wealthy, its endow­ 
ment- b eing nearly £ 2 i , 0 0 0 a year, 
and there can b e no reason why, b e­ 
cause a lad is young, he should have 
to wait upon his schoolmate as his 
servant, and b e exposed to the chance 
of very great tyranny. In the latter end 
of the" last century, the fagging at 
Eton was so cruel and excessive that ^ 
it is reported that often a young fag j persons t e 
would b e kept up waiting on his mas 
- 1 w n o^ year 
ter till one in the morning, and b eing, 
from lack of time/prevented from get­ 
ting his own lessons for the next day, 
would receive a thrashing from the 
master for the omisdon. 
Many in­ 
stances of heartrending b ullying and 
cruelty, practiced b y the b ig b oys on 
their fags, were reported, b ut fagging 
at Eton has b een greatly reformed.
